Slaying of Fred Oliver Re- 


mains Cloaked in Veil 
Of Mystery 


Police declared Friday, one 
month after the murder of Fred 
Oliver, whose battered body was 
found in the basement of Do- 
minion Motors garage on 102 
street on the early morning of 
February 11, that they were still 
without information which would 
lead to the discovery of the mur- 
@erer or murderers. 

“Several persons declare that be- 
tween 2:30 gm. und 3:40 a.m. they 
saw a man other than Oliver in the 
garage. This man was well enough 
known to Oliver to be permitted to 
be around and to assist Oliver with- 
out being questioned.” 

TWO MEN SEEN 

“Two men are alleged to have 
been seen entering the garage 
about 4 a.m. This is approximately 
the time the murder was commit- 
ted,” Chief of Detectives Robertson 
Sutherland explained Friday. 

“So far we have been unable to 
discover definitely who that man 
who was with Oliver was,” he add- 
ed. “And if two men did enter the 
garage at 4 am. we want to know 
who they are. One of these three 
men should be able to give us in- 
formation which would lead to the 
discovery of the murderer.” 


INFORMATION WANTED 

“There were a number of people 
up and around at that time on that 
particular morning, and I am sure 
that there must be some persons 
who could help us,” stated the de- 
tective chief. “We have carefully 
gone over every clue once, but so 
fur we have always come to a dead 
end when it came to discovering 
who Oliver's mysterioug helper was

HOUSE IS TOLD 


Plans To Cope With All 
Emergencies Announced 
By Hore-Belisha 


LONDON, March 11. — War 
Secretary Leslie Hore - Belisha 
Thursday stated army strength, 
once. estimated in. man-power, 
now is being thought of in terms 
of mechanized units. 

He announced plans for modern- 
izing the army to cope with all 
emergencies as he presented depart- 
mental estimates to the House of 
Commons. 

After the war secretary's long 
statement on plans to put the army 
on e “modern warfare” basis, the 
house gave second reading by a 
vote of 200-100 to the estimates 
which call for an expenditure of 
£106,500,000 ($532,500,000) for the 
1938-39 fiscal year 


TWO MAIN POINTS 

Mr. Hore-Belisha emphasized two 
points: 

31—The government's decision to 
speed up mechanization of the 
army and to use the country’s im- 
mense resources to accomplish this 
task, but without resorting to es- 
tablishment of the large atmies that 
continental countries regard as 
necessary for their defence. 

2-—The necessity of improving 
the living conditions of the soldicr 
and spurring recruiting. To make 
the army more attractive he an- 
nounced concessions to officers and 
men of the regular army costing 
£1,608,000 ($8,040,000) during the 
financial year 1938-39. 
NOT BE RIGID 

On mechanization he said the new 
British army division will not be 
rigid in character, but can be com- 
posed of several different types, the 
principal of which will be the light 
motorized division, with many ma- 
chine gun units carried in fast cars 
and an armored division composed 
of tanks. 

The strength of a division will 
be variable in terms of battalion 
strength, ranging from six bat- 
talions in peacctime to nine or 
more units in wartime. 

“The strength of our navy is 
assessed in ships, not in personnel, 
that of the air force in squadrons, 
not in the ground staff. The fol- 
lowing is a line of thought of the 
strength of the modern army based 
not on the individual, but rather on 
fire units which combine fire power 
and mobility. 


NUMBER OF MEN 

“The number of men required in 
each unit is a number necessary to 
man and serve weapons ‘together 
with the necessary elements for 
service, replacement and adminis- 
tration. 

“The mechanized unit suits us 
well, for in an industrial country 
there is a great advantage in so or- 
ganizing the army that employment 
in it maintains as close a relation- 
ship as possible with a man’s avoca- 
tions and interests, 

“It means the army in case of 
need could rapidly and effectively 
be expanded.”

There are now 393 units operating 
in Quebec, They encourage people 
of small means to invest their sav- 
ings with the unions. The money 
thus deposited with the unions in 
loans to other persons of small 
means at rates varying from 4 to 7 
per cent, the average being 5 per 
cent and charged only on actual 
outstanding monthly balances. 

But in addition, the flow of 
money to the anions had ex- 
ceeded the demand for small 
leans and they are actively en- 
gaged in financing municipalities, 
sometimes at rates as low as one- 
half of one per cent per annum. 

The Levis union has $250.000 in- 

vested in that city’s debentures. 

The Quebec government in 1932 
started an annual subsidy of $20,000 
to the federation 
This wes increased last year to 
$40,000. However, the subsidy does 
not affect the actual workings of 
the unions, it being used only to 
pay the cost of inspection and audit- 
ing by the central offices.

Practical possibility, declared 
Hon. Lucien Maynard, minister of 
Manicipal Alffairs, in an address 
here on Thursday evening. 
Speaking under the auspices of 
the Alberta Social Credit League. 
the minister was supported by 
Hon. D. B. Mallen and Hon. E. C. 
Manning. 


“This is possible in a properly 


organized state,” Mr. Maynard con. | 


inued; “and I suggest that even 
nder the present system the tax- 
ing of producers’ land is unjust. We 
tax the land, but we do not tax the 
mortgage that battens on the land 
Why should the producer who op- 
erates at a loss be penalized while 
the mortgage holder goes scot 
free?” 


BE MORE SANE 


A tax on production would be a 
More sane and humane method of 
raising the money necessary to 
maintain social services, Mr. May- 
nard maintained. “With such a tax. 
the farmer suffering crop failure 
would automatically be freed from 
taxation. He would not be called 
upon, @s he is today, to pay part of 
his future money income because 
this year, through being rendered 
shot he has no income at all.” 

Advent of an equitable eco- 
nomic system would spell the 
end of the municipal affairs de- 
partment as a tax collecting 
agency, the minister said. “With 
restriction removed and goods 
being produced to the extent 
necessary to satisfy people's 
needs, taxation would vanish and 
the department would function 
more in its advisory and super- 
visory capacity.” 

Titled “The Machinery of Admin. 
istration,” the address took the form 
of a round table discussion. Com- 
plete text follows: 


LIVE IN WHIRLIGIG 


Mr. Manning: Before the Hon. Mr. 
Maynard, the minister of municipal 
affairs, takes the microphone, may 
I say that in some respects we live 
in a whirligig of foolish and inef- 
ficient endeavor. You all have 
heard the quaint and quite descrip- 
tive method of putting it. Here it 
is:— 

We go to work in order to earn 
money; 

We must have money before we 
can buy food; 

We then consume the food to get 
the strength; 

The purpose of the strength is to 
enable us to go to work again to 
earn the money to buy the food to 
go to work, etc., and so on, like a 
squirrel in a revolving cage. 

Mr. Mullen: You would think 
that the people would soon al! dis- 
cover this fact and would rise up 
as one man to demand a change. 


BELIEVES AWARE 

Mr. Manning: I believe, Mr. Mul- 
len, that the great majority of our 
people are already quite aware that 
a change is necessary. This will 
require, however, an adjustment in 
our government administration for 
the purpose, first, of removing the 
most glaring wrongs and then, sec- 
ondly, of substituting new and bet- 
ter arrangements to remedy the de- 
fects. We can all quite understand 
the fear that some people have for 
any change in the accustomed ad- 
ministration, and yet we know that 
there can be no progress without 
change. 

Mr. Mullen: It seems to me that 
it is most essential that our citizens 
should keep in very close touch 
with the government so that each 
change and the purpose or the re- 
sult of same may be clearly under- 
stood by them. 

Only thus can we have the great- 
est co-operation that is so vitally 
necessary. 

Mr. Manning: I entirely agree, 
and I am convinced that this co- 
operation is best maintained through 
the department of municipal af- 
fairs, for in it lies the headquarters 
of the machinery of administration. 


LET MAYNARD TELL

| citizen individually, You see, in 
connection with such vital social 
services as Old Age Pensions, Moth- 
| ers’ Allowances, Road Work, Hos- 
pitalization, and other Social Ser- 
| Vices, the municipal department 
must keep in close and harmonious 
contact with the district being ad- | 
| ministered in order that there may 
| be justice and equality of consid- 
eration for all, 

I assure you that every citizen in 
a local improvement district is a 
real personality to us and not a 
}mere taxpaying machine. 

Mr. Manning: Then, you collect 
taxes from the settlers in these dis- | 
tricts? 


HARD TO COLLECT 

Mr. Maynard: Yes, we levy taxes 
but while the banks control the 
amount of money in circulation re- 
gardless of the vital factor of pro- 

| duction, we find it very hard to 
collect them. 

The majority of the citizens in 
these districts are pioneers, and 
under the present system of bank 
control over the prices they re- 
ceive for their farm products, 
they find it is extremely hard to | 
pay even a portion of their tax 
levy. 

| Yet, 


taxes must be levied while 
|the present system stays. Taxes 
must be levied if social services| 
{must be maintained. The poor and 
| the sick among our people cannot 
be allowed to suffer. 

| Our greatest difficulty arises 
jfrom the fact that the less a dis- 
trict is able to pay, the more it costs 
to administer that district, 

Until a saner method of adminis- 
| tering our financial and economic | 
| affairs is introduced, one where the | 
| people can prodlice all they can of 
| what they want, the government is | 
|obliged to raise this extra money 
needed by continued taxation. 


AMOUNT NOT ENOUGH 


| Mr, Mullen: I take it then, that 
in some areas, the amount collected 
in taxes is not enough to cover the 
cost of administration? 

Mr. Maynard: Yes, that is so. That 
condition exists in those municipal 
districts which have become so poor 
that they have been declared indi- 
gent. e 
| Many such municipalities have 
| been disorganized by the Municipal 
|} department as large numbers of 
| residents have left them, and to re- | 
| duce the costs of administration of 
such diminishing communities we | 
have been forced to consider the | 
merging of them into larger units. | 

It is extremely unfortunate, but | 
| the situation must*be dealt with in a | 
}manner calculated to bring the 
greatest good to the greatest num- | 
ber under the existing circum- | 
stances. 


LARGE EXPENSE 


In one indigent area, there were 
once 23 secretaries engaged in the 
work of administration. Combined | 
under our department, the work is 
now done by five officers and six 
assistants. There is very little) 
|taxes paid and social services are a} 
tremendous expense. The money 
formerly paid for clerical work is} 
now diverted into direct social ser- 
vice channels, while the clerks, 
which the financial system forces us 
to dismiss, must find other employ- 
ment or go hungry with their 
wives and children. The govern-| 
ment is left with no alternative by | 
the present international finance} 
set-up. 

Mr. Manning: We can all easily 
see, Mr. Maynard, that under 
existing conditions, it must re- 
quire quite a large sum of money 
to keep these services function- 
ing. 

Mr. Maynard: Yes, Mr. Manning, 
and taxes are not always sufficient | 
to cover these services, Let me 
quote you one or two actual cases:

MORE WEALTH AND MORE 
WORK 


When the present Dominion Government 
acquired a majority of the stock of the Bank of 
Canada and took power to name a majority of 
the board of directors, the control of currency 
and credit in Canada passed out of private hands 
and became # function and responsibility of par- 
liament. There is no such thing now as private 
fontrol over either the creation of money or the 
volume of credit, Parliament through the Bank 
says how much cash there is to be. And by 
increasing or reducing the cash reserves of the 
chartered banks gives them the power, and puts 
them under pressure, to increase or restrict the 
amount of credit they make available for loans 
to business. 

This revolution in monetary management has 
never been appreciated to the full by the public. 
Hon, C. A. Dunning stated the situation clearly 
in the debate in parliament on Wednesday. Par- 
liament, he said, had set up a central Bank, con- 


trolled by the Government, which had full power 


fo regulate currency and credit. Hence there 
‘was no need to enact further laws to determine 
what Canada's monetary policy is to be or to 
make the public will effective. All parliament 
has to do is tel) the Government what to tell the 
Bank, 

Nor is parliament or the Bank hampered by 
gold. “We are not now on the gold standard,” 
the Minister said. “We are not subject to its 
deflationary or other influences. For better or

SLUMP OR NO SLUMP? 


A controversy has been proceeding for some 
time past between those who hold that the con- 
tinued progress of British commercial and in- 
dustrial prosperity is assured and those who 
maintain that since periodical slumps are un- 
avoidable, one may be again upon us before 
many months are past. Those who expect an- 
other period of economic depression at an early 
date argue that we should begin to make pro- 
vision for the time of trial which will be upon 
us sooner than we think. The alarmists would 
seem to be largely influenced by the desire to 
make politcal capital out of the fears of the elec- 
tors, and too much credence should not be given 
to their prognostications.—Belfast Telegraph. 


AIR RAID PLANS 


Research on the technical side of air raid 
precautions is well advanced, and, though the 
scientists may disagree about the precise value 
of this device or that, it is not suggested that 
our experts are behind those of any nation in 
their knowledge of the dangers to be faced and 
of the defences that are possible. But to the 
average citizen news of the provision that must 
be made is still a matter of mild interest, and 
not a thing that concerns his personal life. Some 
advance may be hoped for when the long-de- 
layed book of instruction for the householder is 
at last issued. More, perhaps will be gained 
when the wardens, whose appointment is slow- 
ly being made throughout the country, get to 
grips with employers and householders. But a 
great apathy will have to be overcome if this 
unprecedented experiment in decentralization is 
to be justified as it should be. There is more at 
stake than the assurance of orderly and heipful 
behaviour in emergency, vitally important 
though that is. The success uf this plan will 
give encouraging proof that the system of dem- 
ocratic local government in which the country 
takes pride can adapt itself, if need be, even to 
uses so strange as are now demanded of it.— 
Manchester Guardian. 


“TAXES IN BRITAIN 


Already rates and taxes together take not 
much less than one thousand million pounds 
from taxpayers. This is probably between one- 
fifth and one-quarter of the national income. 
Many fallacies have been founded upon the fact 
that high taxation is only a redistribution of 
incomes. Mathematically that may be true, but 


practically, as other countries besides ourselves ° 


have discovered, the results of high and of low 
taxation are not simply two sums. which give 
the same total of purchasing power. High taxa- 
tion, particularly in some forms, is disastrously 
destructive of confidence. The specific proofs 
are the original form of the N.D.C. here, and 
the capital gains and undistributed profits taxes 
in the United States. The general proof is that 
high taxation impedes the purchase of capital 
goods, stifles enterprise, prevents renewals of 
plant, and amply justifies the old saying, that 
money is best left to fructify in the pockets of 
the taxpayers. If, therefore, expenditure can- 
not be substantially decreased or taxation in- 
creased without grievous hurt, the best way to 
meet the bill must be out of a revenue made 
buoyant by industrial activity. The success of 
this method is proved by the revenue returns 
so far for the current year, but it is not certain 
that the returns for next year or the year after 
will show the same buoyancy.—The Times, Lon- 
don. 


MANAGING MONEY 

The announcement last month by the United 
States that gold imports in amounts of less than 
$100 million a quarter will not be sterilized may 
be accepted as one more indication of a new 
financial policy on the part of the administra- 
tion. The world is producing gold at the rate 
of about 35 million ounces a year or to the 
value of about one and one-eighth billion dol- 
lars. The results of speculation or hoarding may 
temporarily interrupt the flow of gold to the 
United States and Great Britain but, if the 
present price of gold is to be maintained, each 
of these countries must be prepared to accept 
about $500 million of gold a year. Large scale 
hoarding alone cannot long interrupt the trend. 
In these circumstances the announcement is 
tantamount to the statement that the volume of 
basic money in the United States will be in- 
creased at the rate of about $400 million a year. 

In our October letter it was pointed out that 
the increase of the reserve requirements of the 
member banks, gold sterilization and the fail- 
ure to issue additional money to move the large 
crops of the United States in 1937 had proved 
deflationary. Large surplus reserves existed 
but these were to be found chiefly in country 
banks where their influence was ineffective. In 
New York the shortage of reserves was such as 
to result in large scale sales of government 
securities and this weakened the bond market 
substantially. 

In the months which have intervened, meas- 
ures have been taken to relieve the pressure 
and the return flow of money after harvesting 
piled up reserves in New York to such an ex- 
tent that New York banks have again been 
increasing investments, and the level of prices 
of government securities is substantially higher 
than it was in November and December. Sur- 
plus reserves in New York on February 18, 
1938, amounted to $480 million dollars. In time 
the recent announcement that iarge amounts of 
new gold will not be sterilized may be accepted 
by the financial community as promise of gov- 
ernment support for a steady expansionist 
policy

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Poached eggs on 
Melba toast; stewed apricots.

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Cottage cheese; sliced 
pineapple.

SATURDAY — Breakfast: Coddled eggs; 
Melba toast; stewed prunes. Lunch: Pint of 
buttermilk; 10 or 12 dates.

“Asparagus, Nut and Lettuce Salad: Place 
on each leaf of lettuce 5 green asparagus tips 
(cooked or canned). Make a cream cheese dress- 
ing by mashing the desired quantity of cream 
cheese, adding as much thick cream as necessary 
to form the consistency of a salad dressing. Mix 
toasted chopped nuts with the cream cheese 
dressing and pour over the asparagus. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


QUESTION: Mr. V. V. writes: “I am a mar- 
ried man aged forty, and I feel I am slowly los- 
ing my hold on life. I feel very weak, have con- 
stant cold feet, often feel chills throughout my 
body and suffer from indigestion. Do you be- 
lieve that nothing can be done for me? Please 
put the answer in your column.” 

ANSWER: I see no reason to believe that 
you cannot improve your health in every way 
by adopting a health building regimen. The 
feeling of weakness and the chilly sensation may 
be overcome with determined effort, and you 
may correct your digestive difficulty by right 
diet. Since you do not send me your name, 1t is 
impossible for me to mail to you some instruc- 
tions which I have that might prove helpfu: 

QUESTION: Mrs. P. D. writes: “I have been, 
troubled with neuralgia for a number of years. 
For the last two months have been troubled with 
stiffness in the leaders in the back of my neck, 
especially at night. What causes this condition, 
and is there any remedy?” 

ANSWER: The stiffness in the back of your 
neck may be caused by some form of rheum- 
atism, by lesions of the cervical vertebrae, or 
by some faulty posture assumed while you are 
doing your work in the daytime. Abscessed 
teeth might also cause the facial neuralgia. The 
remedy would depend upon the cause which 
must be ascertained through a diagnosis. 

QUBSTION: Miss R. M. asks: “Piease tell 
me what is causing me to be sick at my stom- 
ach?” 

ANSWER: Nausea may be due to a stom- 
ach disorder, a liver or gall bladder disorder. or 
to colitis, as well as to other causes, The best 
advice I can give you is to have an examination 
in order to find out what is producing the symp- 
tom. In some cases nausea is produced even 
when the patient is physically sound, because of 
emotional or psychic causes. , 


sulting shortage of money produced a rather 
rapid increase in bond yields. The yield on Brit- 
ish Consols averaged 2.89 per ceni in 1935 and 
2.94 in 1936. In 1937 the yield averaged 3.28; 
by December it was up to 3.85. With the un- 
easiness occasioned by the rapid decline in busi- 
ness activity in the United States and the sub- 
sequent inflow of funds from both the United 
States and France this trend was reversed early 
in the year and by the middle of February the 
yield had dropped to 3.2 per cent. 

In the previous article, it was noted that the 
steady increase in the supply of basic money in 
Great Britain had brought about an expansion 
of 30 per cent in bank deposits. In an article 
in the British Bankers’ Magazine for February, 
1938, Mr. W. F. Crick commented on the effect 
of this policy on the banks as follows: 

“But the expansive policy pressed the banks 
into buying very large quantities of invest- 
ments, which over the whole period have risen 
by about £320 million, more than doubling the 
total amount of investments held by them. The 
effect of these purchases has been to force in- 
terest rates in the capital market down and to 
hold them at a substantially lower level than 
had been in force in the post-war period up to 
1931, besides placing greatly enlarged liquid 
resources at the disposal of the public in the 
form of bank deposits. Moreover, as interest 
rates have declined on the assets available for 
the ‘banks they have been forced to reduce the 
rates of interest allowed on their deposit liabil- 
ities, and in consequence owners of liquid funds 
have tended to compete more actively for in- 
vestments. This process is indicated by the fact 
that the total increase in bank deposits has con- 
sisted to a far larger extent of current account 
balances than of deposits proper. Thus the bank- 
ing system, regarded as the machinery through 
which monetary policy is exercised, has come 
to operate in a different way from that which 
monetary theory, as expounded by many writ- 
ers in the past, had led us to regard as normal. 
Its function has been fulfilled, not primarily 
through its operation in the market for short- 
term credit, but through its transactions in the 
market for fixed-interest-bearing securities.” 

The general consensus of evidence, then, in- 
dicates that the essential monetary policy of 
beth Great Britain and the United States is 
making toward the maintenance of low inter- 
est rates and the expansion of bank deposits. 
Insofar as this policy shall prove successful in 
reversing the heavy setback in ‘the United 
States and in maintaining the general upward 
trend in Great Britain, its effect upon Cana- 
dian business will be constructive—-Royal Bank 
of Canada,

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

The second Lafontaine-Baldwin 
ministry was sworn at Montreal on 
March 11, 1848, 90 years ago today, 
The Sherwood-Daly ministry had 
resigned on the 4th and Mr. Lafon- 
taine had agreed to form a cabinet, 
He completed his task on the eve- 
ning of March 10, but, before his 
ministry was announced, he himself 
took the oath as prime minister and 
attorney-general for Lower Canada 
and “for 24 hours was himself alone 
the whole government.” 

It was a ministry of very strong 
men, who took the oath before 
Lord Elgin on that March day... 
Robert Baldwin was attorney-gene 
eral for Upper*:Canada; James Less- 
lie, president of the council; R. B. 
Sullivan, provincial secretary; R. E. 
Caron, speaker of legislative coun- 
cil; Francis Hincks, inspector gen- 
eral (the equivalent of our minis- 
ter of finance); E. P. Tache, com- 
missioner of works; J. H. Price, 
crown lands; T. C. Aylwin, solicitor 
general; Malcolm Cameron, assist- 
ant public works, and L, M. Viger, 
receiver general. 

Of these Baldwin, Sullivan, 
Hincks and Aylwin had been mem- 
bers of the first Lafontaine minis- 
try, 1842-43. It was a ministry of 
youngish men. Lafontaine was only 
41; Baldwin, 46; Lesslie, 46; Sulli- 
van, 46; Caron, 48; Hincks, 41; 
Tache, 53; Price, 51; Aylwin, 42; 
Cameron, 40, and Viger, under 50, 
Was it any wonder that this com- 
bination of youth and determina- 
tion did wonders for that young 
Canada in the three years before ex- 
cess of work and worry forced both 
the leaders to retire in 1851, the 
premier to the bench and Baldwin 
to his Toronto home to endeavor to 
conserve his health? He was of- 
fered the chief justiceship of Come 
mon Pleas and a seat in the legisla- 
tive council; but declined both, His 
work was done. Perhaps the best 
tribute to Lafontaine and Baldwin 
was that written by Stephen Lea-

Plan Expected To Save 


Millions Of Feet Of Gas 
Now Going to Waste 


Paving the way for a provincial 
Program of oil and gas resources 
conservation, Hon. N. E. Tanner, 
minister of lands and mines, on 
Thursday introduced into the leg- 
islature a bill giving the province 
the right to change agreements or 
leases, with compensation to any 
who might saffer. This conserva. 
tion plan aims to save millions of 
cubic feet of gas going to waste in 
the field every day. 


Introducing the bill, the minister 


gaid that it was in the interests of, 


the oi] and gas industry. 

Another feature of the legisla- 
tion, declared the Minister, is that 
it makes it clear that the province 
has contro] over water resources. 

After the bill was introduced 
and given first reading, the min- 
ister was granted unanimous con- 
sent of the house to move second 
reading so that the bill's passage 
through the house could be expedit- 
ed. 

The legislation validates an 
agreement between the Dominion 
and provincial governments and 
similar validzting legislation will 
be passed through parliament. 

The bill has not yet been printed 
The bill, Mr. Tanner said, makes 
clear that the province has more 
power than it had in the past. 

He was questioned by botn Fred 
Anderson, S.C., Calgary and E. O. 
Duke, S.C., Rocky Mountain, in re- 
gard to the situation, Both iasem- 
bers were anxious to determine 
whether any power a being given, 
to the Dominion. Mr. Tanner said 
that on the contrary, greater power 
was being provided by the prov- 
ince. 

The whole purpose was to con- 
serve the resources, said 
ister. The government commenced 
conservation plans last summer 
and tests of production were made. 
There was a failure among com- 
panies to agree as to what should | 
be done and the government is now 
taking action toward conseryation. 

Details of the method-of—pro- 
cedure were given by the minister 
in an address here several weeks 
ago.

IS CLAIMED 


Acadia Member ‘Sees End 
Financial Association In 
House Address 


Although recent supreme court 
judgments had caused “unholy 
gice” among financial interests, 
they really sounded the “death 
knell of the Bankers Association” 
because they would rouse people 
against finance, N. B. James, 8.C., 
Acadia, deelared in the course of 
the budget debate in the legis- 
lature on Thursday.
